The Alexandria Quays. 

Two letters appesred ia ‘our colamns 
recently, which are based on Dr. Sornac’s 
mommy origin of tabercalcsis, and allege that 
inasmach as the new quay soil was trans- 
ported thither from the neighbourhood of the 
ancient eastern necropolis of Alexandria at 
Chatby, considerable danger will ensue to the 
city. The anxiety appears to arise from 
the fact that as this soil is blown about by 
the wind millions of germs are thas diese 
minated abont the city. Fortunately the sr- 
ch:eslogieal-sabstratum on which this alarm- 
ing theory is founded is at fault es at the 
epoch dering which the necropolis at Chatby 
was nosed for interments the mummifying of 
bodies bad ceased for many generations past. 
The hoadreds of bodies interred at the Chatby 
burial ground were merely interred in the 
soil and all possibilities of infection bave 
consequently passed away many handreds and 
hundreds of years ago. Now-a days the only 
remnants of the corpees which were intérred 
there in thousands are a few boner, which 
cromble into dust at the least touch, and some 
cinerary vases of terracotta, many of which cen 
be seen at the Alexandria Maseum.

THE AKABA DISPUTE. 


POLICY OF THE PORTE 


CoxstantinopLe, September 6. 

The Porte does not support some of the 
pretensions of the Ottoman .C: mmissioners 
regarding the Sinaitic Peninsuls. ( Havas 

This attitade of the Porte is significant, and 
may be preliminary toa capitulation. On the 
other hand it may only be dne to a desire to 
gain time for indulging in protracted negotia- 
tions between the Ottoman delegates and 
Constantinople. Bat in all probability there 
has been a deadlock, and the Porte has now 
discovered a nice excuse for withdrawing from 
an impossible situation, 

ln commenting on the present position otf 
the Akabah question the ‘Temps’ says :— 

“When the Iradé of May 14 was published 
settling the qaestion of the contested frontier 
between ‘T'arkey and Egypt the British Press 
sang victory, and we joined in the congratala- 
tions which the British Government received 
from ‘its friends as we bad joined in the defence 
of the cause. No account had been taken’ of 
the everlasting duplicity of the Porte. Yet the 
director of the Ottoman Agency, in comment- 
ing vpon the Iradé, wrote on May 25, ‘Pyrrhic 
victory! Within a few days we shall see 
the Continental papers admitting that alter 
all the victor in the diplomatic tourney is 
rather the Ottoman Empire than England.’ 
The expedient which Abdul Hamid’s ad- 
visers had found is as follows :—The agres- 
ment bad been arrived at by means of 
an arrangement for the delimitaticn of the 
frontier by a mixed commistion. It was neces- 
sary to carry oot the delimitation for the 
benefit of the Porte. The Note handed to 
Sir N. O’Conor stated that this delimitation 
would take place ‘approximately’ on the bases 
of the Firman of Lnovestiture of 1892. The 
British Ambassador paid no heed to this 
adverb. Hehad soon to regrot it. The Otto- 
man commissioners met their Egyptian and 
English collesgues at Akabab, and the most 
most charming courtesy characterized the 
eat)y days of their labours. The Turks were 
too well advised to reopen the question of 
whe onsis and village of Tabah, the point of 
departore of the whole incident. They were 
we!l aware that the delegates of the Khedive 
would admit no concession in that part of the 
frontier zone. It was elsewhere that they 
wou'd. seek to encroach upon Egyptian 
territory. Were they not invited to do so by 
the adverb ‘approximately’ ? They took care not 
to Icse the opportunity. In their aversion for 
straightforwardoess whether of line or negotia- 
tion they traced the frontier from El Arish to 
Akabah in an arc of a citcle penetrating 40 
kilométres into Egyptian territory west of the 
absolutely straight line. The English and 
Egyptians protest. The Torks stick to their 
scheme and are waiting with the traditional 
inertia which they know how t» maintain in all 
litigation and cocflicts. That is where the 
matter stand, It is significant of ths methods 
of the Porte. It is to be hoped that this exam- 
ple will not be forgotten when the question of 
delimiting other frontiers arises-—that, for 
instance, of Tripoli. The distrast of Tarkish 
adverbs is the beginning of wisdcem.”

OBITUARY. 


DR. MAX EYTH. 


From Ulm comes the news of the death on 
Augnst 28 of Dr. Mex Eytb, formerly engineer 
to Prince Halim Pasha. He was born at Kirch- 
heim-unter-Teck (Waortemberg) on May 6, 
1836. Having stodied as a practical engineer, 
he went to England in 1861, and there became 
acquainted with John Fowler, who in that 
year founded the great steam plough factory 
at Leeds. At tha end of 1862 he set ont for 
British India to introduce steam oultare there, 
bat stopped in Egypt, where be was for four 
years chief engineer to Prince Halim Pasha. In 
1866 Max Eyth returned to England and served 
with Messrs. Fowler antil 1882, when he retir- 
ed and returned to Germany. There he foanded, 
on the Bnglish pattern, the German Agricalta- 
ral Society and placed his experience and 
energy at the disposal of that society and 
its cange. ‘Ten years later be retired into private 
life at Ulm. There he devoted himself to 
literary work.

THE OLDEST SEAMAN’S YARN, 


Professor Goleniescheft, of St. Petersburg, 
hss published in the carrent nomber of Ke 
“Recueil des Travaux” the hieroglyphic text 
and translation of a most interesting papyras 
now in the collection of the Hermitage 
Moseum. The papyrus was found at Feshen 


some years ago, bat has not been hitherto! — 


publirhed on account of the difficulty of re- 
prodacing the red ink in which it was written, 
The document purports tobe the report of a 
most adventurous voyage, made by ab Bgyp- 
tian captain, who wishes to be introdaved to 
tbe Court of Pharaoh, in order to relate to his 
Mpjeaty the wonders he enconntered.. The 
colophon which is appended at the end enables’ 
ua to date the composition with considerable 
certainty. It reads: “lt is written from the 
beginning to the end by the scribe of canning 
fingers, Ameni-amen-ra-may ; he lived a life or 
prosperity and health.” This name marks it 
as a work of the period ot the ‘Twelfth 
Dynasty, about 2.0. 2800, a time when Egypt 
was beginning foexpand its power and trade 
beyond the Nile Valley. The ancient mariner 
begins by saying : “I was going to the mines 
of Pharaoh, in a ship of one hundred and fifty 
cubits, with one hundred and fifty sailors, who 
had seen Heaven and Barth, and whose hearts 
were stronger than lions.” ‘T'raly,a band of 
fearless venturers ; but ill fate awaited them. 
“The wind rose and threw op mighty waver, 
bat as for me | seized a piece of wood, but all 
who were in the vessel perished, not one re- 
maining.” : 

The shipwrecked man was washed ashore 
on an island, and after three days began to 
search for food. It appears tromthe account 
that it was no desert island, bat one rich 
in food of fruits, herbs, and all manner 
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lore, and attached to the deeds of Nimrod,and 
later by tha Pseado-Callisthenes attributed to 
Alexander the Great. So also the story of the 
Valley of Dismonds is an echo of the episode 
in the Chaldean epic, where Gilgarnes-Nimrod 
visita the dixtant Weitern. mountains, where 
the san sete gaarded by scorpion men, and 
comes to the garden of \j: welr, where the 
leaves of the trees and the birds’ neats are fall 
of presious stones. Stories live on in the Bast 
for centuries, passing from nation to nation, 
and many a tale of old Bgypt or older Chaldes 
found its way by strange routes into the:bean- 
tifal literature of the “Thousand and One 
Nighte.” 


TRADE OF DAMASCUS. 

Mr. Acting Conéal Edmonds, reporting on 
the trade of Damascus last year, states that 
the import of cotton goods is more than three 
times as big as any other, and of this 82 per 
esnt. comes from the United Kingdom. In 
1994he import declined £10,000, bat last 
year it re-attained the figare at which it stood 
in 1908—£240,000. There has been no other 
change in demand or supply, though Italian, 
Swiss, and German competition, aud especially’ 
the former, continues strong. Its satisfactory 
to notice tha good\position held in the market 
by British goods, in spite of the much more 
favonrable terms granted by other foreiga 
manofactarere. The chief articles imported are 
madapolams, unbleached calicoes, prints, mas- 
lins, shirtiogs, long cloths, and T-cloths. The 
items are made up as follows :—Unbleached 
calico, £100,009, all from the United King- 
dom ; prints, £70,000, chiefly from the United 
Kingdom ; madapolams, £40,000, all from the 
United Kingdom ; various (eg. muslin), 
£30,000, chiefly from the United Kingdom. 
Imports of cloth and woollens show a decided 
increase (£3,000) on 1904, without having 
risen to the amoont attained in 1903. The 
better qualities of British cloth seem to find 
no sale here.
